S.R.O. 21, dated 9th Jan. 1956. — The following bye-laws rendering licenses 
necessary for the use of premises within the Cantonment of Shahjahanpur as 
stables or cow houses or as accommodation for sheep, goats or fowls made by the 
Cantonment Board, Shahjahanpur in exercise of the powers conferred by 
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clause (37; oi section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), 
are puhUbiied lor general information the same having been previously published, 
approved and confirmed by the Central Government as required by sub-section (i) 
of section. 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

Bye-laws rendering licenses necessary for use of premises within the Cantonment 

of Shahjahanpur as stables or cow houses or as accommodation for sheep, 

goats or fowls 

1. No person shall use any premises or part thereof within the Cantonment 
as stables or cow houses or as accommodation for sheep, goats except under a 
license granted to him by the Cantonment Board for this purpose. 

2. A license granted under bye-law shall contain conditions respecting the 
following matters— 

(i) the premises that may be used as cow houses or stables or as accom- 
modation for sheep, goats or fowls; 

(11) the number of animals that may be kept at any one place; 

(iii) the sources from which such animals shall be watered; 

(iv) the segregation of any sick or diseased animal, the taking of any other 

measures which the Cantonment Board may think necessary for 
maintaining the premises in a clean and sanitary state. 

3. Any contravention of the provisions of bye-law 1 or bye-law 2 shall be 
punishable with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees and In the case 
of continuing contravention, with an additional fine which may extend to ten 
rupees for every day, during which such contravention continues after conviction 
for the first such contravention.

S.R.O. 25, dated 9th Jan. 1956.— The following bye-lav/s made by the Cantonment 
Board, Meerut, for the regulation and control of Pigs in the Meerut Cantonment, 
in exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (11) and (37) of section 282 and 
section 283 of the Cantonment Act, 1924 (II of 1924), are hereby published for 
general information, the same having been previously published, and having been 
approved and confirmed by the Central Government, as required by sub-section (1) 
of section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

1. No person shall keep pigs or use any premises within this Cantonment for 
keeping pigs without obtaining a licence for the same. Every licence granted for 
this purpose shall be subject to the conditions laid down in these bye-laws. 
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2. The Cantonment Executive Officer, Meerut, shall be Licencing Officer and 
all applications for a licence shall be submitted to him. Licence shall be renewed 
every year from 1st April and remain in force till 31st March next following. 

3. The floor of all premises licenced under these bye-laws must be well paved 
with bricks, on edge with cement, pointing or cement plastered, and approved 
suitable for the purpose by Assistant Health Officer. 

4. A licence shall not be granted for any premises which is situated within 
100 feet from the place used for human habitation. 

5. Every licensee shall deposit, or cause to be deposited all the dung and dried 
refuse in such place as the Cantonment Executive Officer may fix for the purpose. 

6. Every licensee shall cause the premises, licenced under these bye-laws, to 
be cleaned daily and the walls to be white-washed once in every six months, 

7. The premises shall consist partly of a well ventilated style and partly of an 
open C6urt-yard surrounded by a wall not less than 6 feet high. 

8. Pigs shall not be allowed to stray outside the premises at any time of the 
day or night, and those found straying in the Cantonment shall be impounded. 
The owners and attendants shall be liable to prosecution. 

9. The Cantonment Executive Officer may suspend or cancel any licence for 
any infringement of these bye-laws. 


Penalty 

10. Any infringement of any of the above bye-laws shall be punishable with 
a fine which may extend to Rs. 100 and when the breach is a continuing breach, 
with a further fine which may extend to Rs. 5 for every day after the date of 
first conviction, during which such infringement continues,
